THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE.

To the inhabitants of the town of Sanbornton, County of Belknap, in 
said State, qualified to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 
on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at nine of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1 To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing and 
to choose a Delegate to the coming Constitutional Convention. 


2 Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the 
same. 


3 To see how much money the town will vote to raise and apro- 
priate for the decoration of soldiers’ graves and the proper observance 
of Memorial Day. 


4 ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the amount 
of money necessary to secure state aid for the permanent improvement 
of highways under the laws passed at the January session 1905. 


5 To see what action the town will take in regard to the election 
of road agents. - 


6 ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate for payment of town debt. 


7 To see if the town will vote to co-operate with the national and 
state authorities for the control of the white pine blister and raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars for the same. 


8 To see if the town will appoint an agent to deed property 
bought by the town for taxes. 


9 ‘To see if the town will vote to buy a motor truck. 
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10 (a) To see whether the town, in view of the damage by ice and 
water which the dam of the Concord & Montreal Railroad atKastman’s 
Falls periodically occasions to the river road running northerly to New 
Hampton from Hill Bridge, will vote to discontinue so much of said 
highway as lies between a point immediately north of the ‘‘Ledge’’, 
so-called, and the foot of Dugway Hill. 


(b) To see whether the Town will ratify and approve the acticn 
of the Selectmen in settling all past and prospective claims for damages 
to said highway by ice and water on account of said dam maintained 
at its present height, including all damages incident to the discontin- 
uance of said highway within the foregoing limits or to the re-location 
thereof, for the sum of $2,500. 


11 ‘To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
